Mayor Says “Thou Shalt. Not 
Bear False Witness’’---Gaynor 
Names Some Men for Fat 
Places and Makes Waggish 
and Naive Comments on the 
Appointees.

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New York, January 2.—Mayor Gay- 
nor gave out tonight, through his eec- 
retary, Robert Adamson, his list of ap- 
pointments, so far as he has b@en able 
to make them, and an account of his 
relations with Chartes F. Murphy, 
leader of Tammany hall, The latter 
follows: . 

“I feel that there is one great act 
of justice which I should do. I was 
nominated without even a suggestion 
being made as to what I should do 
as mayor. 

“Since election Mr. Charles F. Mur- 
Phy has ealled on me three _ times, 
each time asking me to appoint the 
best men to be found. His suggestions 
were few; he urged nothing, and kept 
saying to me that the respofsibilit 
was solely with me. f 

Murphy Has No Horns. 

“T fear there are a good many peo- 
ple in this town who do not know 
Charles F.. Murphy. Some of them 
seem to think he has horns and hoofs. 
I can only say of him what I have 
seen. He fully realizes that a politi- 
cal organization cannot survive and 
grow broader on patronage alone, 
without political ideas and _ virtues, 
but must shrivel up and die of worse 
than dry rot. I could advise some 
good women and clergymen who are 
writing to me about Charles F. Mur- 
phy and what they call the white 
slave traffic, to go up and see him 
and say a kind word to him. They 
may be surprised. 

“"Thou shalt not bear 
ness,’ is also one of the 
ments. There are more 
one.” 

The mayor in naming his appointees 
appends also a brief personal and po- 
litical biography of each. 

Some Waggish Comments. 

These comments, some of them wag- 
gish, some of them naive, it was an- 
nounced, were not to be printed as the 
mayors own, although he did not say 
they were issued without his sanc- 
tion. Some of them are conspicuous in 
a formal statement. 

For instance, of Rhinelander Waldo, 
appointed fire commissioner, it is noted 
that “he is a bachelor, and a ‘great 
catch, for he is rich.’’ 

Of Herman Ridder, publisher of the 
Staats Zeitung, who has been offered 
the position of park commissioner for 
Manhattan and Richmond, but who hag 
not yet accepted, the statement says 
that on account of Mr. Ridder’s connec- 
tion with the press, “he feels delicate 
On this matter, ag his work as a pub- 
lic official would have to be comment- 
ed on by the press, which should not be 
under constraint. The spectacle of a 
newspaper proprietor running for 
office, and being puffed up by his own 
newspaper is nauseous to Mr. Ridder.’’

DUTY OF WIVES 
TO AID HUSBAND 
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Some Advanced Views 
by Mrs. Carrie Catt. 


She Holds That It Is: Immoral 
for Childless Wives Not to 
Work --- Not Right for the 
Husbands to Foot All the 
Bills. 


New York, January 2.—(Special.)— 
Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, in an inter- 
view, declares that her recent esti- 
mate that 25,008 women in New York 
are supporting their husbands is too 
moderate by half. She: declares: 

“The number of women who are 
helping to support their families by 
working in a way that does not reach 
the public—doing fancy work, or 
making articles for women’s exchanges 
—can never be known. Ina city with 
a population of approximately 5,000,000 
it is a conservative estimate to say 
that several hundred thousand women 
are part sharer in the money-making 
and of the household, Mrs. Catt de- 
clares: 

“If women are equipped to be self- 
supporting, boys should be taught to 
do household duties, so if ever their 
wives should want to go out to do 
their work they can do theirs at home. 

“Women without children should 
work after marriage. The woman who 
sits idly in a boarding house or fur- 
nished room isimmoral and a parasite. 

“A woman has no more right to put 
out a husband who has quit his job 
and is living on her wages than a 
man has to do the same In a wife who 
neglects her household duties. 

“When a married woman and her 
husband are both wage-earners it is 
not right. for him to pay the bilis and 
for her to put her money on herself. 
She should pay her’ own expenses. 
When a married woman works she 
should have greater freedom and be 
equal with her husband in deciding all 
questions affecting both.

FOR ATLANTANS 


Savings Banks’ Interest 
May Reach T otal$150,000 


So Fast Have Savings Accumu- 
lated That Banks Will Give 
Only 3 1-2 Per Cent Interest 
Hereafter---The January Pay- 
ments Due This Morning. 


T¢ is estifhated that between §$100,- 
000 and $150,000 in interest will be put 
to the credit of, several thousand sav- 
ings bank accounts in Atlanta today. 
January 1 and July 1 are the days on 
which the savings banks of the city 
calculate the interest due savings 
bank accounts and on that day credit 
these accounts with the money due 
for the past six months. 

So fast has these savings accumu- 
lated that five of the six banks belong- 
ing to the Clearing House Association 
have given notice that beginning with 
the first day of January the rate of 
interest to be paid by these banks 
would be 3% per cent per annum, in- 
stead of 4 per cent, as in the years 
gone by. The reason for this reduc- 
tion is given that money is sa plenti- 
ful now that it would be impossible 
to pay this rate on deposits longer, 

According to the November state- 
ments of these banks there was over 
$28,000,000 on deposit in the eix clear- 
ing house banks. This @id not include 
a half dozen smaller banks in the city 
which make a specialty of savings ac- 
counts, and where the aggregate on 


deposit is easily a fourth as much and 
probably more. 

This second period of interest was 
due on Saturday, the first day of the 
year. Today practically every bank 
in the city will have a long line of 
customers waiting to have the accumu- 
lated interest entered upon these say- 
ings amount books. 

According to a prominent. banker 
the sayings accounts in Atlanta are 
increasing rapidly and are usually long 
time deposits.

Both patients are young negro boys, 
who waited until it was foo late for 
the anti-tetanic serum used at the 
hospital to counteract the poison re- 
sulting from the burned and torn 
flesh. ‘ 

The hospital is now treating about 
eighteen patients injured by the toy 
pistol, and in @very case the serum 
was administered in time to place them 
out of danger from tetanus. 

The first patient to die was Eugene 
Malcolm, aged 14 of 386 Chapel 
Street, whose end came in agony as 
the New Year was being ushered ™. 
The dying patient is Arthur Brogdon, 
a 12-year-old negro boy, living in the 
rear of 168 Central avenue. 

Neither of the negroes received se- 
rious physical injuries from the ex- 
plosion of the litfle blank cartridge 
pistols, @nd they waited a day or 
two before going to the hospital 
treatment.

At the time of the shooting, Middle- 
ton, accompanied by William Wade, 
was in a buggy when two shots from a 
rifle were fired in the darkness, one 
bullet striking Middleton in the abdo- 
men. Wade, in a sworn statement, said 
Middleton had appeared before the 
federal grand jury in Mobile, and in- 
dictments were afterwards returned 
against R. H. Stapleton, George Brooks, 
Dick Tweeney, Emile Lizer and Wil- 
liam Robinson, well connected in the 
county. 

Bloodhounds on Tratil. 

Wade, in his statement, said he heard 
it whispered ‘among the people of his 
neighborhood that “something would 
happen to Middleton before the trial.” 

A special received from Bay Mi- 
nette, Ala., says the surrounding coun- 
try is worked up to a high pitch, and 
it is being scoured by Sheriff Booth 
with bloodhounds to trail the unknown 
party or parties.

Mystery Shrouds Death 
of New York Man. 


When Mrs. Nathanson Saw 
Bound Corpse of Husband 
She Shrieked and Fainted. 
Partner Is Held by Police on 
Suspicion. , 


New York, January 2.—Morris Na- 
thanson, a well-to-do middle-aged 
real estate holder and clothing manu- 
facturer, was found dead today in the 
loft of his factory, bound hand and 
foqt to a chair. He had been dead 
for ,-hours and the vast, vacant loft 
was filled with escaping gas from a 
broken pipe just above his head. There 
were no marks of violence on the 
body. 

Nathanson failed to return home 
last night and when midnight came 
his wife reported his absence to the 
police. A search was instituted this 
morning. Mrs, Nathanson called up 
her husband's partner, Isaac H. Gold; 
and he, his wife and Mrs. Nathanso.a 
went to: the factory. 

Fainted at Sight of Body. 

Gold, the only person except Nath- 
anson who had a key to the loft, open- 
ed the door. A rush of gas met him 
but before he had time to close the 
door again, Mrs. Nathanson saw her 
husband dead in the chair. She shriek- 
ed and fell in a faint across the 
threshold. 

Minute examination showed that- the 
body had been thrice wound with \y - 
inch rope under the arms, and bound 
to the back of the chair. Both legs 
were fastened to the legs of the chair. 
The right hand was free, but the left 
hand was bound with two twists, and 
so firmly knotted to an arm of the 
chair that the coroner said he could 
not believe that a man with only one 
free hand could have tied the knots. 

Both Stained Red. 

The hands and rope were both 
stained red, with some substance, not 
blood. The chair had been backed 
up against a pillar and the loose ends 
of the knot that bound the body to 
the frame had been knotted again be- 
hind the pillar. Thus the body was 
bound to the chair and the chair 
bound to the pillar. 

On the floor were a few loose coins. 
There was no money in the pockets, 
one of which had been turned inside. 
out, and Nathanson’s key to the loft 
Wag also missing." His desk, which 
adjoined his partner’s, was open and 
littered with torn and crumpled paper. 
A simple table with a woman's fur- 
lined kid glove, torn and partly 
The safe was lock- 
ed. Near it lay Nathanson’s hat and 
above it the gas lamp had 
broken. 

No Reason for Suicide. 

Nathanson, so:;fer as is known, had 
no reason to commit suicide. He was 
49 years o)d, im the best of health, his 
business was solvent and he lived hap- 
pily wit# his wife and daughter.

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GREAT INCREASE IN PHONES 
IN ATLANTA AND IN GEORGIA 


In the telephone industry there was 
t record-breaking growth in Atlanta 
and Georgia during the year 1909, and 
the reports being received at the 
headquarters of the Southern Beli 


Telephone and Telegraph company in 
Atianta indicate that the increase in 
telephones in the state during the 
year will be greater than in any pre- 
vious year. 

The telephone development was 
not confined to the cities, but_was ex- 
tensive in the rural districts. 

In Atlanta, 1,980 Bell telephones 
were added to the system, making a 
total January 1, 1910, of 14,077. The 
largest increase was during the 
month of November when 270 _ §tele- 
phones were added. Today there are 
more Bell telephones in Atlanta than 
in any city in the seven’ states in 
which the Southern Bell company op- 
erates. , 

At the end of the year there were 
approximately 69,350 telephones con- 
nected with the system of the Bell 
company in Georgia alone. Included 
in these are the telephones connected 
with other companies in| rgia, but 
which are reached thro the Bell 
system by means of a tr arrange- 
ment. , 

In the direct exchange vice fur- 
nished by the company in exchanges 
which it owns and operates, the num- 
ber of telephones in Georgia at the 
beginning of the year was 38,627, and 
the growth 6,142, or 15.9 per cent. 

In the farmers’ line service Georgia 
began the year with 1,632 telephones 
and there was a growth of 2,423, or 
148.6 per cent. 

Figures by states are not available 
yet as to the growth in the number of 
stations within their territory, operat- 
ed by other companies with which the 
Southern Bell. connects, but the num- 
ber at the end of the year in Georgia 
alone was 20,513, while the percentage 


of growth in such connected stations 
for the company as a whole was 33.4 
per cent. 

The company added during the year 
835 miles of toll wire in Georgia and 
made connection through its toll lines 
with 202 points within the state not 
reached before. 

Perhaps the. most interesting feature 

the growth. however, is in the 
toll or long 4istance business, the 
gross receipts from which increased 
20.1 per cent. 

Perhaps the most remarkable tele- 
phone development in Georgia and 
throughout the south was in the farm- 
ers’ line business, which is along the 
same line Of comprehensive deveiop- 
ment in the interests of efficient pub- 
fie service. In this branch the subscrib- 
érs as a rule build and maintain their 
own lines to the oity -iimits, there 
connecting with the company’s lines 
to its exchange, the company charg- 
ing but a nominal rate for the serv- 
ice, varying according to the nunibéer 
of telephones served by a single cir- 
cuit and the eize of the exchange 
witn which they connect, the usual 
charges ranging from $3.00 to $6.00

per year. ‘She work of overcoming 
the inertia of the farmers as to mak- 
ing the initial investment was very 
difficult at first.

THE PARAMOUNT ISSUE IN AMERICA. 
We are busying ourselves with the flurries regarding the trusts and 
municipal regeneration, while fast upon our naked defenses gallops the dev- 


astating fury of food and clothing famine, says a foreign critic in discuss- 


ing our national indifference toward practical agricultural training. 
The critic is Sir Horace Plunkett, of Dublin, Ireland, and he was speak- 


ing recently before the Economic and Historical Association in New York 


city. 

Sir Horace is accredited with having wrought a rural revolution in Ire- 
land by introducing cooperation ~and improved methods of agriculture 
among the farmers of that island. He is\also claimed to know more about 
the resources and civic and economic procedure of America than 90 per 
cent of our own people. 

This penetrative Irishman outlined the tragically heedless practice of 
soil exhaustion and slipshod cultural procedure in this country, and de- 
scribed the pressing urgency of a remedy and its nature-.in the following 
startling language: 

I see a rapidly increased cost of living. At the end of a century, 

as Mr. Hill has told you, there will be a vast importation of foodstuffs 

into America if your farming methods are not changed for the better. 


— a situation calls for urgent action by congress and by state legis- 
atures. 


In America, whether in state or nation, we are overfond of flying to 
legislation for every ill of or menace to the body politic. 

This creeping threat of food and clothing famine is of infinitely greater 
fundamental importance than any single or aggregate problem that has en- 
gaged congress or legislatures for the last fifty years. 

The trusts must be regulated and the railroads forced to observe equity 
and the law; both must be kept from attaining those proportions where 
they jeopardize the integrity of democratic institutions. No sensible man 
denies the imminence of these issues. 

But it is futile to curb the trusts and regulate the railroads, IF MEAN- 
WHILE WE ARE,NEGLECTING THOSE VAST RESERVOIRS OF ACRES 
UPON THE EN#ARGING PRODUCT OF WHICH BOTH TRUSTS AND 
RAILROADS, THE PEOPLE THEMSELVES, ARE ABSOLUTELY AND 
HELPLESSLY DEPENDENT FOR THE MATERIAL THAT KEEPS LIFE 
IN THEM. pe 

Stripped of verbiage and frivolity, that is the paramount issue in 


America today. 


Many subsidiary and important ones crowd closely on its heels, but 


critical analysis reveals that each and all rely at last upon the continued 
and incréasing productivity of the soil. 

Happily, the nation is wakening to its peril; not as universally as the 
thoughtful element would like to see, but nevertheless surely and by 
piecemeal. 

Georgia and other southern and northern states nave made a fair start 
in the right direction. But not until every thinking American, man and 
woman, is roused to the underlying menace of the situation will wholesale 
and adequate defenses be reared againét a storm of our own creating.

ANOTHER LESSON FROM EUROPE. 


Always. we are learning from the Old World, whether in the issues of 
vital statistics, principles of agricultural education, the arts of aestheticism 


or the art of living. 
Recently, another instance has again been brought to the attention of the 


American public. 

It concerns the superior building restrictions, whereby many of the large 
cities of Burope enjoy protection from fire at rates incomparably more 
reasonable than those charged communities in this country. 

Investigations made by the governmental bureaus reveal that it costs 26 
cents per capita in Berlin to protect the citizen from fire; in London it costs 
19 cents, and in Milan 17 cents. 

For 158 large cities in America, the average cost of fire protection is 
$1.65 per year per capita, more than six times as much as in the highest 
European city cited. 

The reasons advanced for these radical divergencies are that the build- 
ing restrictions are more stringent in the Old World, that there are more 
fire-proof buildings, and that the cost of maintaining the fire departments 
is not so great as in America. 

The latter item should, of course, be discounted, since it means we are 
paying our firemen higher wages than in Europe; a fact no one wants 
changed if it could be. 

On the other counts, however, it is possible to 
profitably. ; 

Until recent years, building restrictions in cities constituted a ghastly 
joke in America. 

It took the Chicago fire, the cataclysms at San Francisco, Baltimore and 
Jacksonville, to’ wake us to the realization of our foily, and to the necessity 
of fire-proof construction, at least within congested limits. 

Not yet has reform gone far enough forward. Many of the largest cities 


introduce innovations 


of the country still harbor fire-traps in their centers, and not everywhere are 


new building laws enforced rigidly, and without discrimination. 
A readjustment is approaching. Gradually, we grow stricter 
building requirements, more uniform in our enforcement of the law. 
Unnecessary fires still take large toll of life and property. Year by year, 
tnaeir unwelcome depredations are being lessened in volume and number.

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PERTAINING.TO THE NEGRO EXPOSITION. 


The New York Times doubts if the majority of white people in the south- 
ern states are favorably disposed to the proposal to hold a negro industrial 
exposition in this section in 1913, marking the semi-centennial of emanci- 
pation, and reflecting the material progress of the race. 

It even sees symptoms of antagonism, and questions whether the ex- 
position would be liberally patronized by the negroes themselves. 

The Constitution believes the latter misgiving is unfounded, as we be- 
lieve also that the thoughtful element among southern white people will be 
glad to extend such an enterprise their cordial cooperation. 

As The Constitution has emphasized, the proposed exposition should, to 
be successful in its purpose, receive the aid of the southern white people; 
and it should, likewise, POINT THE WAY CLEARLY AND UNEQUIVOCAL- 
LY TO THE DESTINY THAT WAITS THE NEGRO IN THE SOUTH AS 
SOON AS HE-ABANDONS UNPROFITABLE POLITICAL ASPIRATIONS, 
AND ADDRESSES HIMSELF TO THOSE TASKS THAT BECKON HIS 
NATURAL LEANINGS AND ABILITIES IN ABUNDANCE. 

It should be apparent that a carefully-planned, and sensibly executed 
exposition would work wonders in crystallizing sentiment among the negroes 
for their own advancement, and in setting at work those moral, religious, 
sanitary and educational forces ‘upon which his future so infallibly depends. 

So long as agitators and dreamers are kept away from the movement, it 
ig likely to be a successful one. And that proviso has, thus far, seemed to 
have been uniformly observed.

Either they are too easily satisfied with a little smoothing of surface 
and filling of holes, work which is undone by the first big rain, or they 
are lacking in that expert and intelligent direction of their forces and 
efforts which means substantial accomplishment. 

There is soon to be a new dealing of the convict cards, the annual 


| state apportionment of the road-working forces, upon which the prison com- 


mission will act in February. 
The prospect is that not only will every county now using convicts make 
requisition fof them, but others which have seen the good work done here 
and there will want to get their share. 

This convict labor is a valuable asset, equivalent to so much cash.

@ Virginia county raises money for road jfhprovements, the state gives the 
county 40 per cent of the fund so raised in convict lakhor.- A county raises

Believed That Industrial 
Records Will Be Eclips ed

New York, January 2.—The last week 
of the old year in the stock market 
was taken up with preparations for 
the annual money settlements, and the 
needs to be supplied in that way re- 
stricted the resources available for 
stock market operations. The tone, 


Money on call rose to @ higher rate 
than had been touched since the re- 
laxation in January, 1908, from the 
after-panic stringency. Compared 
with average rates for that period, the 
7-per cent rate which was reached was 
moderate. In this, speculative opinion 
saw encouraging promise in the evi- 
dence of profitable employment for 
money. 

The unprecedented disbursements to 
be made in January were accepted as 
@ measure of profits, and the heavy de- 
mands for new capital which lie ahead 
of the money market as a measure of 
productive enterprise. The drop in for- 
eign exchange rates, the lowering of 
fcreign discount rates and the easing 
of time money rates are symptoms of 
the adequacy of the preparations for 
the year-end money strain and of the 
prospects for relaxation after the turn 
of the year. 

The year ends with signs of a lull 
in some departments of industry, in- 
cluding iron and steel and in railroad 
traffic. Expectation is almost universal 
that the coming year will see the in- 
dustrial records of the past year 
eclipsed. 

The speculative significance of this 
outlook is interpreted in the Nght of 
the heavy accumulation of securities 
believed to have been made by great 
capitalists and still held by them, their 
probable purpose to distribute their 
holdings at profitable prices and the 
extensive advance in prices which oc- 
cufred during the year 1909.

WORK IN EARNEST 
FOR CONGRESS

Both Houses Will Recon- 
vene at Noon Tuesday. 


Leaders Are Determined to 
Push Matters---Much Interest 
Is Manifested in Both Houses 
in Regard to Taft’s Message 
on the Anti-Trust Law. 


Washington, January 2.—Congress 


will begin business in earnest this 
week, With the Christmas holidays 
behind them and with the preliminary 
ante-holiday plans completed, both 
houses will start in, upon reconven- 
ing, with the intention of keeping 
their hands to the plow for some 
months to come. 

The senate is not so forward with 
its work ag ig «the house, and the 
former body may experience difficulty 
in finding something to do during the 
first few days of its sitting. But the 
house calendar is already well filled, 
and as soon as the formalities permit, 
that body will get down to sérious 
business. , 

Both houses will reconvene at 12 
o'clock Tuesday, but the immediate 
announcement of the recent death of 
Senator McLaurin, of Migsissippi, will 
result In an adjournment of both for 
the day in respect to his memory. It 
is doubtful also whether there will be 
& quorum on the first meeting day, 
sq that but little business would 
probably be transacted. 

Panama Canal Zone. 

Wednesday will be calendar day in 
the house and that body again wil!

COTTON ON HAND 


Sight Receipts During 
Month November Were 
1,141,139. 


Washington, January 2.—American 
cotton stocks at the end of No- 
vember aggregated 1,505,968 bales, 
compared with 1,795,690 and 1,214,791 
bales reported on the same dates in 
1908 and 1907, says today’s report of 
the bureau of statistics for November. 

Sight receipts of cotton during No- 
vember totalled 1,141,139 bales, com- 
pared with 2,695,097 bales during No- 
vember, 1908, and 1,930,193 during No- 
vember, 1907. The port receipts, 1,- 
323,224 bales, shown a simillar decline 
from 1908 and 1907 figures of 1,888,/922 
and 1,529,526 bales. The takings of 
American spinners for the three 
months of the present season, says 
the report, were 1,517,194 bales, only 
171,000 bales less than for the  cor- 
responding peridd of the preceding 
year. The decline in total takings 
is attributed exclusively to the cur- 
tailed demand of the northern mills, 
the season’s takings of the southern 
mills, 696,973 bales, exceeding the 
ccrresponding figures for the past 
season.

Legal Notes. 


The negligence of an employee of a 
corporation operating a logging rail- 
road, in attempting to walk along the 
tracks, is held, in Sawyer v. Roanoke 
R.. & Lumber Co. 145 N. C. 24, 58 8S. E. 
598, L.R.A.(N.5S.), 200, not to pre- 
ciude his holding the company liable 
for an injury in case he is struck by 
lightning. and, while lying helpless on 
the track, is run over by a train, if 
those in charge of it, by the exercise 
of proper care, might have discovered 
his peril in time to avoid injury, since 
the negligence of the company is the 
sole approximate cause of the injury. 

An agreement by one having a claim 
against a decedent’s estate, to do ev- 
erything proper and legitimate to aid 
the heirs in recovering the estate, in 
consideration that they pay his claim, 
is held, in Smith v. Hartsell, 150 N. Cc. 
71, 63 S. E. 172, 22 L.R.A.(N.S.) 203, not 
to be void as champerty or mainte- 
nance 

The approval for payment by a 
board of county commissioners, of 
Warrants for services rendered and 
illegally charged for by a district court 
clerk, which were itemized and which 
showed on thetr face the nature of 
the charges, is held, in Garfield County 
v. Renshaw (Okla.) 99 Pac. 638, 22 
L.R.A.(N.S.) 207, to be sufficient to 
start the running of a statute which 
provides that an action for relief on 
the ground of fraud must be com- 
menced within two years, and that the 
cause of action in such case shall not 
be deemed to have accrued until the 
discovery of the fraud, as it must be 
presumed that the claims were allowed 
and paid with full knowledge of the 
nature of the services. 

An officer its held. in Alford v. Doe 
(Ala.) 47 So. 230, 22 L.R.A.(N.S.) 216, to 


have no right, at an indefinite time af-, 


ter witnessing the signature to an in- 
strument. and its delivery to the 
grantee, to make and attach thereto a 
certificate of the acknowledgment of 
its execution on privy examination by 
a married woman who was a party 
thereto, without having again 
had her before. him for that purpose. 

A statute providing for administra- 
tion upon the estate of persons who 
have been absent ffom their usual 
places of residence and unheard: of for 
a period of seven years is held, in Sav- 
ings Bank v. Weeks (Md.) 72, Atl. 475, 
22.L.R.A.(N.S.) 221, to operate upon the 


estates. of persons whose absence be- 


gan before its passage.

JANUARY ON THE FARM. 

Most farmers know full well what 
work should’ be done during this month 
and the few suggestions that will be 
Offered are intended mainly for the 
young and inexperienced and inci- 


dentally as reminders for those who 
are “getting along in years,” but whose 
memory is on the down grade as to 
excellence and is liable to be over- 
taken by the weakness of forgetful- 
ness. 

January differs little from Decem- 
ber, so far as physical conditions on 
the farm are concerned. What was 
left over, or unfinished, from last 
month, should we undertaken with 
that renewed energy which usually ac- 
companies the advent of the new year. 
Changes in the labor force and ten- 
antry are not so sweeping as formerly, 
yet they are still one of the features 
of the initial month. My advice is not 
to be in too big a hurry about making 
contracts, but 100k carefully to the 
character and previous reputatiog of 
would-be laborers and tenants. 

The work of clearing up for the 
plow, terracing and, ditching (where 
needed), clearing up “new grounds,” 
etc., should be pushed to completion 
that the plow may-have unimpeded 
progress in preparing the land for the 
seed. All fields that are more or less 
foul with grass and weeds, litter and 
trash, should be got ready for the plow 
as soon as practicable, and this imple- 
ment should be kept in motion when- 
ever the soil is in proper condition, but 
don’t sow oats In January. 

On general principles it is not ad- 
visable tO burn dead grass, broom- 
Sedge and fallen leaves, but if not 
plowed under before Christmas. or very 
s0on thereafter, it may be well to burn 
these obstacles to good work. My ex- 
perience is that old dry grass and 
sedge, when rank enougnh to interfere 
seriously with the operation of plow- 
ing wouTd be better burned off. Such 
Stuff,. even if well turned under so 
early as January, will do the coming 
crops of corn and cotton yery little 
good and often wiN result in positive 
harm by preventing the securing and 
maintaining a good stand, and en- 
abling good clean culture. 

January in the Garden. 

Now is the time to prepare hofbeds 
and cold frames for growing early 
plants of cabbage, beets, lettuce, onions 
in the more northerly sections of the 
cotton belt. In the middle section get 
land ready for garden peas, Irish po- 
tatoes. In fact, get the ground gen- 
erally ready for all erops to be prant- 
ed. It will be all the better to repeat 
the work later on. Most ordinary 
Kardeners are too late tn getting the 
garden ready for wor. What stable 
manure is to be used should be ap- 
piied at once, scattering it evenly 
Over the Surface and plowing it in. 
In the extreme south plant seeds of 
Sarden peas, carrots; beets. mustard. 
radishes and turnips and seed even of 
cabbage and other plants of brassica 
genus, lettuce, celery, parsley. In 
the hot bed sow ¢Zgplants, pepper 
and tomatoes for early transplanting. 

In both the middie and southern 
sections cabbage plants brought over 
from seeds sOwn in November mhv 
be set out at Once, also onions. Clean 
off asparagus beds and dress heavily 
with rotted stable manure. 


January in the Orchard. 


Finish pruning trees and vines he. 
fore the close of the month, although 
not essentially necessary. Scupper- 
nong and other rotundifolia may some- 
times be safely trimmed or pruned 
very early in January, but [t fs rafher 
risky On account of bleeding. 

The work of setting out new trees, 


vines and hedge plants should be push. | 


ed and {ff possible finished this month 
although {t may be done next month 
It is well not to postpone—‘“put on” — 
until February what may be done in 
January is a mighty good rule Fin- 
ish spraying all orchard trees for San 
Jose scale and other scales. 

The seeds of cabbage, turnips, cab- 
bage, muStard are inexpensive and the 
ambitious gardener 
a few in order to “get ahead” of his 
neighbors. He may also plant English 
peas and even Irish potatoes, 
ened very deep. They won't come up 
until conditions suit ana may rot in 
the ground and make replanting ne 
essary.

TWENTY ACRES IN GEORGIA. 

The home on this model farm is the 
best that circumstances permit: well 
furnished with all possible conveni- 
ences in and around it. The kitchen 
garden furnishes something good for 
the table every day in the year and 
supports no weeds. The barn is large 
enough to house all the stock, pro- 
duce and implements. The orchards 
and vines supply the family with a 
succession of the best fruits. Amid 
such inviting surroundings any man 
ought to be happy and be able to plan

holdings. 

The winter months are the ones we 
farmers take for planning the com- 
ing crop. The long evenings, rainy 
days and extremely cold ones are 
ideal for reading the Experiment Sta- 
tion bulletins, farm books, like “Voor- 
hees’ Fertilizers,” Burkett, Stevens & 
Hill’s “Agriculture for. Beginners,” 
Roberts’ “Fertilizer of the Land,” etc.,

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also our farm papers. A close study 
of these and the adaptation of some 
of their cqponing to our own farms 
is a great help In laying these plans 
and working out the details. 

Let us begin now and so plan our 
work that our farms may come up to 
the point of producing one bale of 
cotton, 50 bushels of corn or mere per 
acre. Of course we can’t expect to do 
this in one or two years, but a few 
years of intelligent rotation and fer- 
tilization together with the planting 
of “good seeds” will certainly accom- 
plish it. 

I should manage the “Twenty-Acre 
Modél Farm” very much like I planned 
and worked y own last year, which 
plan I shall continue to follow until I 
find a better. The plan as outlined 
shows two 5-acre plots forcotton, two 
2%-acre plots for corn, 2% acres for 
oats and peas, 2% acres for forage. 

The’ 2%-scre corn plots were 
cotton the past season, 
foet wide; 2 feet of each middle was 
broken 12 inches deep right behind 
the cotton pickers last October or No- 
vember. Run stalk-cutter over old 
stalks in spring. Reopen _ these 
broken furrows, put in fertilizer and 
bed shallow, breaking out old. cotton 
stubs, deen, or break corn land deep 
with two hncrses before March 15 and 
cross-break if possible. Harrow with 
a Cutaway or an Acme harrow just 
before planting. Plant April 1 here 
(middie Georgia). Lay off deep fur- 
rows 4 feet apart with guano dis- 
tributer and plant one grain Marlboro 
corn every 18 or 22 inches. Fertilize 
each acre with 110 pounds of acid, 140 
pounds of cotton meal, 8 pounds 
of potash, or take a sack of 10-—-2—2 
guano and tnix 80 pounds of cotton 
meal with it and use 250 pounds per 
acre. 

Exchange cotton seed for cotton 
meal, getting 1,500 to 1,990 pounds of 
meal for a ton of seed. Buy enough 
phosphate, potash, kainit and nitrate 
of soda for both spring and fall 
planting, giving to each crop its 
proper fertilizer. 

Cultivate corn soon as 
weeder running with rows. Do it 
once a week, crosswise, until 18 
inches h'gh. Next, plow with Diverse 
Cultivator cne trip astride row, Thin 
after this working and work with 
scrapes and Pianet, Jr., shallow every 
ten days or two weeks. 

June 1 to 10, put 100 pounds cotton 
meal per acre on one,vside with short 
scooter on distributet. Plow shallow 
every time and lay by with Diverse or 
Planet. Jr. sowing peas broadcast. A 
few acres planted thicker to be cuy 
shocked and shredded, makes fine 
rcughage for horses, mules and cattle: 

With ordinary seasons forty to fifty 
bushels per acre would be the result. 
A few hours spent in selecting good 
ears from desirable stalks and culling 
this seed twice again before planting 
would add two or three bushels per 
acre to the next crop. 

Now for one of these 2%-acre plots. 
We will say that it had been heavily 
coated with manure last fall and in 
Sc ptember or October sown with either 
rye, barley and rye or oats and rye, 
1% bushels per acre -and turned with 
one-horse plow. This for humus, and 
also for the Jersey heifers, brood sows 
and chickens to graze on dry days 
during winter. March and April break 
well and harrow several times. Lay 
off four-foot rows, distributing 400 
pounds per acre of that corn mixture. 
lant half in sorghum thick and half 
in Marlboro corn 18 inches apart. -Cul- 
tivate through with cotton crop, same 
plows and sow peas in middles last 
plowing. This for table corn and for- 
age for stock. Surplus sorghum cut 
and shocked, fed to cows in winter 
keeps up milk flow. 

The other 2%-acre plot was manure’ 
broadcast and well broken in October 
or November last and two acreg of it 
were planted in wheat or oats, and 
hairy vetch. One bushel wheat per 
acre put in with grain drill or harrow 
with some acid and potash. If in oats 
and vetch, two to four bushels Appler 
or hundred bushels oats and twenty- 
five pounds hairy vetch mixed were put 
on each acre: aiso 200 pounds acid, 260 
pounds cotton meal, and 50 pounds 
muriate potash, putting out seed and 
fertilizer with one-horse drill, or two- 
hcerse four-row disc drill, in open fur- 
rows, 14 to 16 inches apart. Top dress 
in spring with 50 pounds nitrate soda 
per acre. Cut ip the clough, it makes 
the finest feed on earth. Or cut ripe 
oats and thresh 50 to 100. bushels seed 
oats per aere and sell them to your 
neighbors nekt planting time. If plant- 
ing of this plot is deferred until spring 
scw in rustproof or Burt oats February 
15 to April 1, using less cotton meal 
and more nitrate soda. aso more seed 
per acre broadcast and plowed or hare

As soon as rich enough would put one 
acre of this plot near barn. in alfalfa. 

After grain is off, sow 1% acres in 
peas for hay or in three-foot rows for 
seed peas, and one-half acre in sugar 
crowder p2as. Fertilize for hay or 
seed with 150 pounds acid and 25 t9 
-® pounds murlate potash per acre. 
Feed the hay to those Jerseys during 
the winter, or sell seed peas next 
spring. The crowders are for table 
use. 

The remaining one-half acre of this 
plot may be used fer sweet and Irish 
potatoes, watermelons, ruta-bagas, 
white turnips and dwarf Essex rape. 
Use special potato formula, 1,000 
pounds per acre, and plant one-quarter 
ecre sweets and one-quarter acre Irish, 
Bliss Triumph and Peerless being “ood 
ones. Use nitrate soda on sweet and 
Irish twice during growing season, 100 
pounds per acre. 

The turnips, ruta-bagas and rape are 
planted in 3-foot rows, after Irish po- 
tatoes are dug. The ground for these 
being well coated with manure, some 
phosphate, plenty potash and kept well 
harrowed until planting time, August 
1 to September 1. 

Sell surplus Irish potatoes at $1.00 
or more per bushel and plant Bliss Tygi- 
umph August 1 to 25 for second cr@p. 
After deep plowing in July keep pilot 
well harrowed until time to plant. 
Open deep furrows; cut potatoes and 
lime them, drop th these trenches, step 
on each piece, pull im some soil, tramp 
down again and stand is almost as- 
sured; or sprout seed by keeping under 
damp straw or sacks in cool, shady 
place a week or ten days before plant- 
ing. Work often and shallow. 

Dig them after heavy frost, dry 
them, put in paper-lined barrels and 
set in dry place for winter use. Dig 
sweet potatoes when ripe without wait- 
ing for frost, hill and keep dry until 
cold weather, when they should be 
well dirted and good top put over. 

Put rutabagas in hills, dirt lightly 
and use for cows and brood sows in 
winter. Leave the rape in patch and 
pull up for sows, Or graze them on 
it until 

Lay off watermelon rows, ten feet, 
early in March with middie breaker, 
put in manure, phosphate and potash, 
and list on it four furrows, making 
high bed. Put cantaloupesg in five-foot 
rows and hills five feet apart. Plant 
your favorite sort when the ground 
is well warmed up. After four leaves 
appear put in one-half teaspoonful ni- 
trate of sOda in hill near plant where 
ground has good season in it. Use 
teaspoonful when runners appear, and 
again when melons sét. Cultivate 
shallow and s0w peas at last cultiva- 
tion. 

Cetteon. 

After all these things have been 
planned for decently and in order, then 
comes cotton. The two 5-acre plots 
occupy land where last peat grew. the 
corn and peas, oats and peas, forage, 
etc. In turn, it will be. followed next 
season by the corn, etc.

The two sec: | 
tions were well broken last fall or laid 
off four feet, with middle burster. If 
broken, harrow well in March and 
April, Lay off rows four feet and 
plant one flat bed between, using 
500 pounds per acre of this mixture: 
1,000 pounds acid, 700 pounds cotton 
meal, 100 pounds muriate potash. To 
hasten maturity, put in the fertilizer 
and bed on it two weeks before plant- 
ing. If land was laid off with middle 
burster put down fertilizer and bed 
on ff In these open furrows is a 
good place to put some of that “cowa- 
na” in February Or March. Put in 
acid and potash with it and bed out. 
Run tooth harrow Or Acme across beds 
before planting. This kills weeds, con- 
servés meaisture, and is one of the 
most important cultivations the field 
will get during the season. Plant one 
bushel of see er acre, April 15 to 
May 15 here, (Middle Georgia), using 
thirty pounds of nitrate of soda per 
acre in planting Or just behind planter. 

Have the two 5-acre sections planted 
ten days apart and one man, with the 
aid of a good weeder and diverse cul- 
tivator will chop the crop. Cultivate 
with scrapes and Planet, Jr., and make 
it with little Or no more hoeing. Go 
ahead of pickers and select best bolls 
off best stalks, gin on well-cleaned 
gin, catch seed on sheet and plant seed 
patch each vear this way. 

Immediately behind first or second 
pickings sow one and one-haif acre of 
rye and oats, mixed, covering at one 
trip with Planet, Jr., sweeps.

Get 
formalin at drug store, put one table- 
spoonful to three gallons of water in 
tub, have the oats sacked and let down 
in the tif ten minutes; drain wel? and 
spread out to dry. They may be sown 
by adding a little slacked lime, or 
spread Oats six inches deep and sprin- 
kle solution on with watering pot and 
stir until wet evénly through.

CHINA AND PORTUGAL 
CLASH OVER MACAO 


China Formally Refuses to 
Submit the Matter to 
Arbitration. 


Pekin, January 2.—Negotiations ex- 
tending over five months between China 
and Portugal on the question of Macao 
boundary, have failed, and today the 
Chinese government sent a formal 
message to the Portuguese government 
that it will under no circumstances 
consent to arbitrate. It is pojnted out 
that only China‘’and Portugal can set- 
tle this question between themselves. 


Macao ts situatéd on an island of the 
same name at the mouth of the Canton 
river. China holds that all the de- 
pendencies of the city of Macao have 
been occivpied illegally by Portugal for 
some years, and that the only conces- 
sion of territory ever made to Portugal 
was the town‘of Macao. China insists 
that the-territory and adjacent islands 
be evacuated by Portugal. At the 
Hong Kong conference the Chinese del- 
egates refused to recognize Portugal's 
claims in Macao or to submit the ques- 
tion of arbitration. Later the Portu- 
guese government sent General 
Machado to China in the hope of reach- 
ing an amicable settlement of the dis- 
pute, but he failed in this mission.
